TheJupiter Inlettractisanurban*idand” of scrub, mangroveand hardwoodtopical
hammock. Thistract, locatedin Palm Beach County, Florida, revertedtothe Bureau of
Land Management (BLM) inJuly, 1996, after over 100 yearsof useby theU.S. Coast
Guard. BLM haspartnered withthelocal county government to overseethe
management of thetract. Infact, seven agenciesparticipatedintheburnincludingBLM,
Forest Service, Villageof TequestaFireand Rescue, Stateof FloridaDivision of
Forestry and threecounty agencies.

PINOS ALTOS FUELS TREATMENT PROJECT
UniqueChallenge, Textbook Opportunity

TheBureau of Land Management’ sPinosAltosFuelsTreatment Project, identified by
the State of New Mexico asoneof themost vulnerablecommunitiesat risk, isaperfect
exampleof awildland-urbaninterface project envisioned by theNational FirePlan.

Withinfiveyears, approximately 1,900 acresadjacent to thetown of PinosAltoswill be
treated by BLM. Thecomplex land ownership patternsaround thissouthern New
Mexico community created asignificant challengefor theBLM, theU.S. Forest Service
andtheNew Mexico Forestry and
ResourcesConservation Division.
Through creativecooperation, the
agenciessuccessfully acceptedthe
challengeby workingtogether on
issuesrangingfromplanningtothe
continuing mitigation operations.
The long-term planisdesignedto
blendwell withthefutureproposals
of thepartner agencies.

Becausetherewerenolocal
contractorsto performthework
required, theBLM and the Forest
Servicesolicited, trained and put
new teamsinthefieldby
designatingsix trainingunits. These

Inaddition, theproject hasintegrated public outreach programstoidentify and eliminate
firedanger onprivatelands. For example, aFirewiseWorkshopwasheldin Silver City
inMay 2001, and another isinthe planning stagesnow for Silver City. New Mexico’'s
forestry agency andthe Soil and Water Conservation District, in conjunctionwiththe
BLM andtheForest Service, haveheldworkshopsontheavailability of Stategrantsto
help privatelandownersreducefuel sand create defensible space.
